The  evening  centered  around 
ueen  Elizabeth  (Caitlin  Reaves) 
d  her  twelve  royal  guests.  Dur- 
g  the  dinner,  the  guests  were 
tertained  by  singing,  acting, 
mcing,  a  lively  jester,  and  an 
strumental  consort.  Dr.  Dennis 


Williams,  director,  claimed  that 
"the  enjoyment  of  the  evening  is 
based  upon  the  fact  that  the  dinner 
guests  are  not  the  audience,  but 
they  are  the  participants." 

The  dinner  guests  were  en- 
couraged to  sing  Christmas  car- 
ols, clap  their  hands  in  rhythym  to 
a  vigorous  Spanish  carol  led  by 
Sir  Francis  Drake  (Richard 
Harrison),  and  even  partake  in  a 
spontaneous  play  which  incorpo- 
rated the  talents  of  five  dinner 
guests  each  night. 

Since  this  madrigal  dinner 
marked  the  25th  feast  in 
Milligan's  history,  Williams  was 
challenged  to  create  something 
new."  Besides  the  addition  of 
new  music,  fresh  dialogue  and  a 
trio  of  dancing  minstrels,  Wil- 
liams acknowledges  "the  most 
striking  addition  was  the  applica- 


tion of  a  company  of  actors  called 
the  Nottingham  Players."  Fueled 
by  the  humor  of  Mike  Stanley, 
Erika  Pierson  and  Mike  Beverly, 
the  Players  were  directed  by  Rich- 
ard Major,  professor  of  drama. 
Thomas  Townsend  who  has 
played  the  role  of  the  High  Cham- 
berlain for  the  past  two  years  said, 
"I  think  it  was  a  great  experience 
for  the  music  and  the  theatre  de- 
partments to  work  together  in 
such  a  cooperative  way." 

"There's  an  educational  as- 
pect to  the  madrigal  performances 
that  I  think  a  lot  of  people  miss  at 
first  glance,"  said  Amy  Bishop 
who  portrayed  Lady  Elizabeth 
Raliegh.  For  example,  Scott 
Greaser  portrayed  scientist/in- 
ventor Sir  Francis  Bacon,  Doug 
Hartley  played  the  role  of  the  fa- 
mous poet  Ben  Jonson. 


The  task  of  constructing  the 
madrigal  event  was  very  com- 
plex. Besides  the  twelve  chamber 
singers  who  began  rehearsing  in 
September,  Bobbie  Macek  cre- 
ated six  new  costumes,  Doris 
Schmidt  coordinated  the  dancing, 
15  theatre  work  study  students 
helped  build  the  set,  and  some  40 
kitchen  workers  assisted  in  the 
meal.  The  jester,  Kip  Lines,  spent 
up  to  an  hour  and  a  half  preparing 
his  make-up,  costume,  and  under- 
going necessary  mental  prepara- 
tions each  night.  "It  was  a  lot  of 
work...  [yet]  it  was  really  an  en- 
joyable experience  to  make 
people  laugh,"  said  Lines.  Lady 
Sarah  Morely,  played  by  Beth 
Zimmerman,  agreed  that  it  was 
hard  work.  "But  the  friendships 
made  it  all  worth  it."

Construction  on  Pardee  Hall 
began  in  1919,  and  it  was  dedi- 
cated in  1920.  Over  the  years,  the 
dorm  underwent  several  facelifts, 
including  the  addition  of  two  new 
curved  sets  of  stairs  on  her  Ro- 
man-column-lined front  porch, 
and  the  remodeling  of  the  lobby 
area.  Although  it  is  currently  a 
men's  dorm,  women  were  housed 
in  Pardee  during  the  60's  and  70's. 
Consequently,  Pardee  has  come 
to  mean  a  great  deal  to  men  and 
women  for  the  greater  part  of  sev- 
enty years. 

Legend  has  it  that  the  halls  of 
Pardee  have  seen  such  creative 
games  as  Hairdryer  Pong,  played 
with  two  hairdryers  and  a  ping- 


pong  ball;  strip  frisbee,  usually  a 
winter  sport;  GladiatorBall,  mod- 
eled after  Australian  Rules  Foot- 
ball; and  Staircase  Surfing  on  a 
mattress. 

For  many  years,  new  residents 
have  been  subjected  to  a  not-so- 
secret  but  definitely-against- 
school-policy  initiation  process 
in  order  to  be  counted  as  official 
members  of  the  brotherhood  of 
"Rowdies."

When  looking  at  this  year's 
Men's  Basketball  team,  people  won- 
dered if  the  Buffs  could  THREE- 
PEAT  as  the  TVAC  champions.  The 
question  was  brought  forth  because 
of  the  loss  of  Tommy  Musick,  due  to 
graduation,  and  Terry  Henderson, 
due  to  a  rules  infraction.  The  Buffs 
and  their  fans  soon  learned  about  the 
season  ahead.  And  what  a  season  it 
was  with  the  Buffs  going  up  and 
down  like  a  yo-yo  only  to  finish 
second  in  the  TVAC  and  the  district, 
with  a  24- 11  record. 

The  Buffs  finished  the  first  se- 
mester with  a  losing  record,  but  with 
the  new  semester  ahead,  the  season 


changed  for  the  better.  They  finished 
the  year  by  winning  19  out  of  their  last 
24  games  but  it  was  not  done  easily. 
Coach  Tony  Wallingford  fell  ill  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  and  missed 
most  of  the  season  due  to  a  rare  blood 
disorder.  It  was  severe  enough  to  send 
Coach  Wallingford  to  the  Mayo 
Clinic  in  Rochester,  Minnesota.  It 
was  at  this  point  when  the  team  turned 
their  play  up  a  notch.  During  this  time 
the  Buffs  knocked  King  College  off 
their  throne  and  out  of  their  number 
one  ranking.  Milligan  also  beat 
Maryville  College,  who  was  ranked  in 
the  NCAA  Division  III  polls. 

The  turn  around  was  in  part  due  to 
the  whole  team  finding  confidence  in 
themselves  to  win.  William  Ratliff, 
who  transferred  and  sat  out  last  year, 
became  the  Buffs  go  to  man.  William 
Lead  the  team  in  Scoring,  Blocked 
Shots,  Free  Throw  Percentage  and 
Rebounding.  Will  turned  it  on  in  the 
semester  and  the  team  never  looked 


back.  Craig  Palmer,  a  flashy  junior 
guard,  made  some  spectacular  plays 
as  well  as  leading  the  team  from 
three  point  land  and  in  the  assist 
category.  Brad  Mefford  was  the 
leader  of  the  floor  since  he  was  the 
only  four  year  player  on  the  starting 
squad.  There  is  too  much  to  say 
about  this  team  who  at  times  faced 
adversity  both  on  and  off  the  floor. 
The  one  person  who  needs  to  be 
recognized  is  Assistant  Coach  Doug 
Mitchell,  who  when  Coach 
Wallingford  went  down  made  sure 
the  team  kept  their  focus  and  brought 
the  Buffs  back  to  winning  form. 

Five  seniors  need  to  be  congratu- 
lated: Brad  Mefford,  Kenny 
McCord,  Brad  Hopton,  Jeff  Liddick, 
and  Robert  Amundsen,  have  put  all 
their  efforts  into  the  program.  This 
effort  has  brought  four  consecutive 
20+  win  seasons  and  Back  to  Back 
TVAC  championships.

The 
infield  of  Travis  Baldridge,  Adam 
Cross,  Chip  Rhea,  and  Troy 
Woodson  showed  their  youth  early 
but  as  the  season  progressed  so  did 


they.  The  pitching  staff  did  their  job 
led  by  Brian  McDonald  and  David 
Oiler. 

The  surprise  of  the  staff  would 
have  to  be  Andrew  Higle,  who  kept 
mowing  down  opponents  all  year 
long. 

The  outfield  had  experience  with 
Tommy  Torbett  in  left,  Travis 
Louthian  in  Center,  and  Glen  Catlett 
in  right.  David  Wyrick,  Craig 
Sommers,  and  others  saw  extensive 
work  in  the  outfield  as  well.

The 
team  had  many  highlights,  like  the 
bus  breaking  down  all  the  time,  but 
the  most  memorable  to  all  will  be  the 
annual  Spring  Break  trip  to  Florida, 
where  the  Buffs  faced  some  great 
college  and  minor  league  baseball 
teams. 

With  most  of  the  team  being 
freshman,  the  outlook  for  the  base- 
ball program  can  only  get  better. 
Just  as  the  attendance  did  this  year. 
At  one  point  in  the  season  the  total 
attendance  was  over  2,000  and  we 
can  only  guess  that  for  the  year  it  was 
close  to  2,500.
